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Baptism With The Holy Ghost 
and lhe Evidence 


EXT: 1 Cor. 1:7, 8, “So that ye 

come behind in no gift; waiting for 
the coming of our Lord Jesus Christ: 
Who shall also confirm you unto the 
end, that ye may be blameless in the day 
of our Lord Jesus Christ.” 


I use this text because I intend to show 
that the Holy Ghost is a gift, and that 
the Church, while waiting for the com- 
ing of the Lord, should come behind in 
no gift. The 8th verse shows that when 
Jesus comes and finds the Church behind 
in no gift, that He will confirm her un- 
to the end that confirming her un- 
to the end, she will be blameless in the 
day of our Lord Jesus Christ. 


Now if I prove by the Bible that the 
Holy Ghost is a gift, what about those 
churches which teach the gifts are all 
done away with? (Not for us today.) 

Jesus is to confirm the Church that 
comes behind in NO GIFT. The ques- 
tion is, What will Jesus do with that 
church which has no gifts, but instead 
is fighting the gifts? That church will 
not be confirmed unto the end, neither 
will that church be blameless in the day 
of our Lord. 

THE HOLY GHOST IS A GIFT. 

Peter says in Acts 2:38b, “And ye 
shall receive the gift of the Holy Ghost.” 
This surely means the gift of the Holy 
Ghost, or that the Holy Ghost is the 
gift. In Acts 10:44-46, the Holy Ghost 
falling on Gentiles was called the gift of 
the Holy Ghost poured out upon them. 
In Acts 11:15 Peter further refers to the 
Holy Ghost falling on the Gentiles and 
in verse 17 says, “Forasmuch then as 
God gave them the like gift as he did 
unto us, who believed on the Lord Jesus 
Christ; what was I, that I could with- 
stand God?” I think that this is enough 
to show that the Holy Ghost is termed a 
gift and the apostle Paul was giving the 
Church to understand that she should 
come behind in no gift. 

HOLY GHOST IN OLD COVENANT 
DISPENSATION 

In the old covenant all of God’s peo- 
ple did not enjoy the anointing of the 
Holy Ghost, but God did bless some of 
them, especially the prophets, by sending 
the Holy Spirit to move upon them and 
in them, to make them able to perform 
a specific work. They often spoke of be- 
ing moved upon by the Holy Ghost. We 
have no record that they spoke in other 
tongues. It seemed that the Spirit moved 
upon them to utter forth God’s Word 
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in their own native tongue. Num. 11:24, 
25; 2 Sam. 23:2; Isa. 52:5. 


John the Baptist, the forerunner of 
Christ, was filled with the Holy Ghost 
from his mother’s womb, but we have no 
record that he spoke in other tongues by 
the power of the Spirit, his career being 
in that age when the Holy Ghost was 
given to special persons for a_ special 
work, it being in the shadow of the old 
covenant. (In the new covenant the 
Holy Ghost is promised to all believers in 
Christ.) God through the Prophet Joel 
has promised to pour out His Spirit on 
all flesh. This means not only a special 
few, and these Jews only, but all flesh 
means all believers in Christ, both Jews 
and Gentiles. See Joel 2:28-30. 


Some say that only the apostles re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost at Pentecost, but 
John the Baptist promised the Holy 
Ghost to the ones he baptized in water 
unto repentance, Matt, 3:11. John bap- 
tized many. See Matt. 3:5, 6. 

Jesus told His disciples in John 14:15, 
16, “If ye love me, keep my command- 
ments. And I will pray the Father, and 
he shall give you another Comforter, 
that he may abide with you forever.” He 
further states in the 17th verse, “For 
he dwelleth with you, and shall be in 
you.” Verse 26 says, “But the Comforter, 
which is the Holy Ghost.” The “Shall be- 
in you” in verse 17 is referring to Pente- 
cost when they would be filled with the 
Holy Ghost. After Jesus had ascended 
back to Heaven, about one hundred and 
twenty of His disciples were assembled 
together. They rehearsed the saying of 
Jesus while He was with them between 
His resurrection and ascension , “For 
John truly baptized with water; but YE 
shall be baptized with the Holy Ghost 
not many days hence.” Acts 1:5. 

Some use this word “ye” to try to 
prove that the Holy Ghost was only 
promised to the apostles, but Peter re- 
hearsed the same word “ye” as mean- 
ing the ‘Gentiles also who had heard the 
Word of God and were baptized with the 
Holy Ghost. See Acts 11:16. Surely the 
word “ye” means all believers in Christ. 


THE OUTPOURING OF THE HOLY 
GHOST 
The first record we have of a miracu- 


lous outpouring of the Holy Ghost is in 
Acts 2:4, “They were all filled with the 


Holy Ghost.” This is in accord with the 
promise of Joel, John the Baptist and Je- 
sus Christ. Again in Acts 10:44 we are 
told that the Holy Ghost fell on some 
Gentiles while Peter was preaching. 
Verse 45 says that the believing Jews 
who had come with Peter were astonished 
because God poured out the “gift of the 
Holy Ghost on the Gentiles.” This was 
about eight years after Pentecost and 
still the Holy Ghost was for them! 

Our next record is in Acts 19:1-7. 
This was at Ephesus. Here Paul found 
twelve disciples who claimed John’s bap- 
tism, but had not heard whether there 
be any Holy Ghost. When they heard 
Paul, they were baptized in water, surely 
the second time. When Paul had laid his 
hands on them, the Holy Ghost came on 
them. These were disciples (believers) be- 
fore they received the Holy Ghost. 1 
John 5:1 says, “Whosoever believeth 
that Jesus is the Christ is born of God.” 
This destroys the idea that the instant 
one believes, they receive all that God has 
for them. This occurrence at Ephesus 
was about twenty-two years after Pente- 
cost, and still the Holy Ghost was for 
them! Peter in Acts 2:38, 39, promised 
the gift of the Holy Ghost to the ones 
who were witnessing the Pentecostal 
manifestation and not only to them but 
to their children and to all that are afar 
off even as many as the Lord shall call. 
Those afar off were the Gentiles. (This 
gift, is the Holy Ghost as I have prev- 
iously shown in Acts 10:45 and 11:17.) 
So that to come behind in no gift, we 
must have the Holy Ghost. (See our 
text.) 

BIBLE EVIDENCE OF BAPTISM 

WITH HOLY GHOST 

There is a Bible evidence of the bap- 
tism with the Holy Ghost so we may 
know when believers receive Him. In 
John 15:26 Jesus says that when the 
spirit of truth is come, He shall testify 
of me. Jesus is here telling us that the 
Holy Ghost is a personage and is going 
to come and when He comes He is going 
to talk, testifying of Jesus. Jesus further 
says in V. 27, “And ye also shall bear 
witness, because ye have been with me 
from the beginning.” This shows there is 
a difference in the Holy Ghost testify- 
ing of Jesus and believers testifying of 
Jesus. 

I have shown in John 15:26 that the 
Comforter (which is the Holy Ghost, 
John 14:26) was going to testify of Je-

A CRITICAL CONDITION 
There is much being said in and 


around Washington to-day concerning 
the revising of the Constitution. When 
we think of the Constitution, we think 
of a document that’s as sacred as the 
Ten Commandments, or at least that 
part of them that will forever stand. In 
these Commandments God’s eternal law 
to man was given and there is a few of 
those Commandments that are not so 
sacred. The law concerning the old iron- 
bound Sabbath was done away with but 


there is a principle in these Command- 
ments that is obligatory on every Chris- 
tian and will remain so until Jesus comes 
and lifts the curse. The Ten Command- 
ments deal with principles that are eter- 
nal, and we believe that those who took 
a part in the Constitution and its con- 
struction were directed by the Lord, and 
to changé the principles and laws of this 
Constitution would do away with Chris- 
tian liberty and the rights and principles 
of divine government, and turn our 
United States into chaos, 

The scale of music cannot be improved, 
the multiplication table cannot be 
changed. In these principles are rules and 
facts that would destroy the principles of 
the things that they pertain to. So it is 
with the Constitution. It affects civil 
liberty, and to change its principles would 
destroy the basis on which liberty was 
proclaimed. There is one thing that stands 
between free-born American citizens to- 
day and their loss of personal liberty; 
namely, the Constitution of the United 
States. Those who are advocating such a 
change are deceiving the common people 
and advising them against their best in- 
terest. 


The constitution was framed during 
the time that kings swarmed over and 
crushed the rights and liberties of the 
people. Now we are menaced by dictators. 
The Constitution makes it impossible for 
these intruders to do anything that is le- 
gal, and it is very fortunate that we have 
the supreme judges who are well versed 
in the rights and privileges of the peo- 
ple, and the good old Constitution of the 
United States helps them to declare the 
truth. 


There has been quite a lot said about 
monarch governments, autocracy and 
one-man rule, but this is just what these 
reformers are merging into. Every day 
the world is becoming more confused. 
Rights and liberties will be in question, 
and from different sources the privileges 
of the citizens of this United States will 
be in danger. In the near future the Con- 
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stitution will be doubly dear to the in- 
dependence of our people, and we pray 
that our people will not make a mistake 
and place men in Washington who are 
not true to the Constitution of the 
United States. The liberty-loving people 
will have to defend it with redoubled 
vigor and vigilance. It seems to me this 
sacred subject is being dodged by so 
many who ought to be woke up to the 
fact of its importance. 

Those who have visited Washington 
will remember how the Constitution ot 
the United States is preserved. It is in a 
large dustproof case in which it and the 
Declaration of Independence are kept. 
The case itself is made of gray marble. A 
special glass is used to soften the light 
and thus preserve the paper from fading. 
Under the case is a green marble floor, 
around it is a dark marble rail. In front 
there is a prayer stool. It is not unusual 
to sce visitors kneel there in silent rev- 
erence. The Declaration of Independence 
hangs on a wall in the upper case. The 
Constitution is directly under it in a 
table-like case. Both are completely 
shielded from human touch. Officers are 
always on hand to guard the precious 
document. Approximately one thousand 
people visit here every day. This precious 
marble shrine is kept on the second floor 
of the Congressional Library Building in 
Washington, D. C. 


In reading this declaration it takes you 
from the Old Testament into the New 
with characteristic insight, We are told 
that the men who framed the Constitu- 
tion believed in the moral law affirmed 
by Christ, and that this law so fully por- 
trayed the liberties and rights of the peo- 
ple that the spirit of it is indestructible 
and runs like a golden thread through the 
whole affair. They did not contemplate 
any change whatever. Only laws and 
rules were made that were based on sound 
doctrine that would aid the common peo- 
ple and their support of this United 
States, and also help to enforce the morals 
and principles laid down by the Consti- 
tution. They did not contemplate any 
amendment at legalizing a government 
that sponsored a violation of the Ten 
Commandments. Indeed, the  constitu- 
tion itself agrees that an amendment 
which would violate the basic moral 
truth expressed in the Constitution, 
would be itself unconstitutional—inva- 
lid.

States, the leaders have called for na- 
tional prayer. At the time of the early 
settlers there was a call for Thanksgiv- 
ing and prayer day. Abraham Lincoln in 
his administration made a special call for 
prayer, and it is said that the Senate and

CTS 16:19, “And a vision appeared 

to Paul in the night; There stood a 
man of Macedonia, and prayed him, say- 
ing, Come over into Macedonia, and help 
us.” 


After Paul had seen the vision he im- 
mediately and willingly went for he was 
praying to know God’s will. God knew 
Paul’s heart and knew he would go. 
Dear friends, that is the reason God 
doesn’t show us visions today, He can’t 
depend on us. We are afraid to trust God. 
We are afraid of hard trials and troubles 
that are sure to come if we carry this 
gospel. God knows where we are and 
what we are doing, whether we are will- 
ing to go or not. 

Paul didn’t ask God about the place or 
country or what kind of people they 
were. All he wanted to know was “was 
it God’s will for him to go?” He knew 
if God was for him, all the world might 
turn against him yet God would see him 
safely through, 

Friends, can God depend on us today? 
Are we seeking to know God’s will? Je- 
sus was willing to do God’s will. He 
said, “Not my will, Father, but thine be 
done.” Can we say that from our hearts 
—‘‘Not our wills but God’s”’? Jesus 
didn’t question the Father about the hard 
trials He would have. His mind was to 
do God’s will. If we would let God guide 
our minds, hearts, and lives as Jesus, 
Paul, and others did, who have walked 
this way before us, we would have a vis- 
ion of this lost and dying world and 
would be willing to go anywhere God 
wants us to go. 

To know God’s will is to keep in 
prayer continually, not just once a day. 
I read in Psa. 40:8 where David said, “I 
delight to do thy will, O my God.” Dav- 
id was a man that hungered after God.

sus when He came. When did Jesus say 
the Comforter would testify of Him? 
When He came. That’s what we teach! 
We teach that the Holy Ghost is a per- 
sonage and will, to this day, like He did 
in the days of the apostles, testify of Je- 
sus when He comes. So it is when be- 
lievers are seeking the Holy Ghost. We 
listen for the Holy Ghost to TESTIFY. 

It makes no difference how much the 
seeker shouts or quakes, we don’t pro- 
nounce him filled with the Holy Ghost. 
We only say, “He dwelleth with you and 
shall be in you, if you will tarry on,” 
John 14:17; Luke 24:49, and as they 
tarry we listen for the Holy Ghost to 
testify of Jesus. 


HOW DOES THE HOLY GHOST 
TESTIFY OF JESUS? 


Like He did at Pentecost, Acts 2:4, 
“And they spake with other tongues, as 
the Spirit gave them the utterance.” And 
like He did at the house of Cornelius, 
Acts 10:44-46. When the Holy Ghost 
fell on them they “spake with tongues 
and magnified God.’ How did the be- 
lieving Jews know that the Gentiles had 
received the Holy Ghost? The Bible an- 
swer is, “Because they heard them speak 
with tongues and magnify God.” So if 
speaking in tongues is the way the Holy 
Ghost testified of Jesus in the days of the 
apostles and that is the way the believers 
recognized He had come in and filled be- 
lievers in that day, why not recognize 
the same sign today? Jesus said, “When 
he is come he shall testify of me.” Peo- 
ple who claim that the Holy Ghost has 
quit testifying of Jesus, that they nm 
ceived Him but He didn’t testify, ought 
to show their claim by the Bible (that is 
if they can). They ought to show where 
the Bible teaches that the Holy Ghost 
has quit testifying. People who say the 
Holy Ghost has quit testifying, that 
they have Him and He didn’t and does 
not testify, are virtually saying, “Jesus 
you said when the Comforter is come He 
shall testify, but I say He doesn’t.” It is 
sad to know that people will deny the 
Words of Jesus. 

The Holy Ghost testified again at 
Ephesus when He came on twelve dis- 
ciples (believers) Acts 19:1-7. This was 
about twenty-two years after Pentecost 
and some people will say speaking in 
tongues is not for us. It is not for un- 
believers, but for BELIEVERS in Christ. 
Here at Ephesus the Apostle Paul recog- 
nized the Holy Ghost when he heard 


those brethren speak with tongues and 
prophesy. How different 


the Apostle 


Paul was from some of our modern 
preachers today. Paul accepted the truth 
that when believers were speaking in 
tongues they had received the Holy 
Ghost, while some of our modern 
preachers say “tongues” is of the devil. 
Look at the difference in Paul and some 
preachers of today, and some of them 
will say, “I’m just like Paul.” I say they 
are not like Paul, neither do I think they 
are related to him. 


Listen here! “But though we, or an an- 
gel from heaven, preach any other gos- 
pel unto you than that which we have 
preached unto you, let him be accursed. 
As we said before, so say I now again, 
If any man preach any other gospel un- 
to you than that ye have received, let 
him be accursed.” Gal. 1:8, 9. This is 
hard on some preachers, but I can’t help 
that. There is positive evidence that the 
apostles had preached the Holy Ghost and 
tongues. Now if any man “preach any 
other gospel (say Holy Ghost is not for 
us and tongues is of the devil) than that 
which we have preached unto you, let 
him be accursed.” I guess that would be 
another gospel in part. I mean by that 
that he may preach Jesus Christ to be the 
Son of God and justification by faith 
and at the same time deny that part of 
the gospel that teaches the Holy Ghost 
testifying of Jesus, “They shall speak 
with new tongues,” etc. That would at 
least be another gospel in part. So it may 
be that we would have to let them be 
accursed in part. How does that sound? 


But what about this? Jesus said in John 
14:23, “If a man love me, he will keep 
my words.” Here are some of the words 
of Jesus: “And these signs shall follow 
them that believe****They shall speak 
with tongues.” New tongues means new 
languages, which is the way the Holy 
Ghost testifies of Jesus. And Jesus said, 
“If a man love me, he will keep my 
words.” I’m afraid it will be S-A-D for 
some people in the judgment, facing Je- 
sus when they have failed to keep His 
words. No doubt Jesus will say if a man 
love me, he will keep my words, but 
what about verse 24, ‘He that loveth me 
not keepeth not my sayings’? Surely this 
is the keynote to the whole situation. The 
reason some people don’t keep the say- 
ings of Jesus is because they don’t love 
Him. “He that loveth me not, keepeth 
not my sayings.” 

Read 1 Tim. 6, beginning with the last 
clause of the second verse, “These things 
teach and exhort. If any man teach other- 
wise, and consent not to wholesome 
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words, even the words of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, and to the doctrine which is ac- 
cording to godliness; he is proud, know- 
ing nothing, but doting about questions 
and strifes of words, whereof cometh en- 
vy, strife, railings, evil surmisings, per- 
versed disputings of men of corrupt 
minds, and destitute of the truth, sup- 
posing that gain is godliness: from such 
withdraw thyself.” “They shall speak 
with new tongues” are the words of Je- 
sus Christ. Paul wrote Timothy, “These 
things teach and exhort,” then said, “If 
any man teach otherwise and_ consent 
not to wholesome words even the words 
of our Lord Jesus Christ.” Since Jesus 
said, “They shall speak with new 
tongues,” what about the preachers who 
say they shall not? Pray tell me isn’t that 
teaching otherwise? What will such 
preachers do when they face Jesus in the 
judgment, knowing that they have 
taught OTHERWISE than the words of 
Jesus? 


“Whosoever transgresseth, and abideth 
not in the doctrine of Christ, hath not 
God. He that abideth in the doctrine of 
Christ, he hath both the Father and the 
Son. If there come any unto you, and 
bring not this doctrine, receive him not 
into your house, neither bid him God 
speed: For he that biddeth him God speed 
is partaker of his evil deeds,” 2 John 9: 
10, Ti. 


So we see that the best thing to do is 
to stick to the words of Jesus. Let’s lift 
Him up wherever we go. Brethren, don’t 
be ashamed of the gospel of Christ, “for 
it is the power of God unto salvation to 
every one that believeth.” If you are 
ashamed of the words of Jesus, He will 
be ashamed of you before His Father and 
His holy angels. Come on, let’s publish 
this good news wherever we go!

MATT. 7:24.

SOME IMPRESSIONS OF 


THE ORIENT 
By J. H. INGRAM 


INTRODUCTION 


At the time of this writing we have 
just completed the crossing of the Yellow 
Sea from Moji, Japan, to Shanghai, 
China, which was without incident. Al- 
though this section is frequented by ty- 
phoons, and is noted for its treacherous 
seas, we had smooth sailing all the way, 
for which I thank the Lord. The trip 
through the famed Inland Sea of Japan 
was glorious. Hemmed in as it were, with 
a string of pretty green islands, it may 
well be classed as one of the scenic won- 
ders of the world. As far as China is con- 
cerned, one is confronted with awe-inspir- 
ing scenes at every turn of the road, and 
the great need for Christian missions is 
evident, but in giving ‘Some Impressions 
of the Orient” we shall only deal with 
the Japanese phase of the subject, leav- 
ing China for another time. 


NO DEPRESSION IN JAPAN 


One thing that impressed me forcibly, 
was the progressiveness of the Japanese 
people, and the fact that little or no un- 
employment exists. Black smoke rising in 
columns from thousands of tall cement 
stacks bespoke for this fact. I was in- 
formed from a reliable source that less 
than one per cent of the employables 
were without work. There was something 
to do it seemed for every one who cared 
to work. The street car and bus com- 
panies in the large cities were employing 
girls as conductors in the absence of 
qualified men for the positions. Also the 
modern trend which Japan has taken is 
amazing, Her railroads and _ steamship 
lines are among the world’s finest. Also 
they are taking to the air very rapidly. 
But in spite of this, there is still a mix- 
ture of antiquity, which forms a con- 
trast unequalled, perhaps, in any other 
country. 


As for transportation, the roads are 
still clogged with the traffic of ox carts, 
and various hand-drawn vehicles besides. 
all designed for freight and passenger 
service, as the occasion may demand. The 
population is becoming so overcrowded, 
that the farmers are becoming desperate 
in their efforts to produce sufficient food 
to supply the markets. Rice being the 
main article when it comes to table 


foods, one may see fields of this grain in

Every farm usually has its own little 
watermill for pounding out the rice to 
separate the chaff from the grain. 


Another thing that impressed me most, 
was the religious activity on every hand. 
Shintoism and Buddhism seemed to be the 
prevailing religions among the Japanese. 
But it is gratifying to note the progress 
made in late years among Christian mis- 
sions. Early Christian missionaries to Ja- 
pan were martyred, some being crucified 
and burned at the stake, etc. However, 
we shall leave this subject for present, 
and give you some impressions formed 
during our recent visit. But before going 
further, to show the density of the pop- 
ulation in the larger cities of this great 
empire, Tokyo has around six _ million 
people, being the largest. Osaka comes 
next with approximately three million. 


HEATHENISM IN FULL SWING 


As said heretofore, there seems to be 
little or no “depression” in the Japanese 
empire. Especially is this true when it 
comes to heathen, religious activities. 
They seem to have decided on taking the 
“De” and the “i” out of depression, and 
just call it “Press On,” which has become 
the general watchword, or order of the 
day. Japan is a hotbed of paganism, and 
to say the least, this heathen religion is in 
full swing. 


When I arrived in the country, Brother 
L. W. Coote, Superintendent of the 
Ikoma Bible School, donated the use of 
his new automobile, and we made an 
extensive tour of the surrounding terri- 
tory, visiting a number of native shrines, 
as well as Christian missions. Our Japan- 
ese chauffeur acted as guide and inter- 
preter at times when Mr. Coote could 
not come along. 


I was deeply impressed with the magni- 
tude and grandeur of the image ‘“‘Diabu- 
tsu”—called “Vairochana Buddha”—and 
the temple housing it at Nara. The 
Buddha itself stands fifty-three feet in 
height, the face alone measuring 9 1-2x 
16 feet. This is the largest image of its 
kind in Japan, perhaps one of the great- 
est in the world. It was erected in 749 
A. D. at the instance of Shomu, the for- 
ty-fifth emperor, and contains 437 tons 
of bronze, 288 pounds of gold, seven 
tons of vegetable wax, 165 pounds of 
mercury, and several thousand tons of 
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charcoal, The gold and mercury are used 
solely for the gilding. The temple in 
question defies description. It is strictly 
modeled after the oriental style of archi- 
tecture, is elaborately carved within and 
without, and bears the distinction of be- 
ing the largest wooden structure in the 
world. The entire temple area comprises 
some three thousand acres, within which 
are located several temples and shrines 
of lesser importance. The grounds cen- 
ter about a pretty lake called “Saruwasa 
Pond,” rather the pond is at the main 
entrance. Tradition connects the lake 
with a beautiful court lady, who 
drowned herself in it because of her un- 
requited love for the emperor. A shrine 
to her memory stands to the west of the 
pond. Thousands of the sacred deer roam 
the hillsides which gently slope upward, 
and often stampede the visitors, desiring 
to be fed from their hands. It is a show 
in itself to see them, as they come leap- 
ing and bounding from every direction 
at feeding time, when the care-taker 
blows his horn. ‘The Avenue of Lan- 
terns” which forms the main approach 
to the reservation, is flanked on either 
side with some 6,000 odd lanterns of 
carved stone, each standing around seven 
or eight feet in height, and perhaps two 
feet square in the main. The horticul- 
tural beauty of the grounds likewise 
beggars description, with many large ce- 
dars and camphor (gum) trees towering 
above the varied evergreen shrubbery. 
The entire picture is awe-inspiring, with 
the green hills for a background, the 
taller mountains capped with snow in 
season. The Japanese are great lovers of 
nature. The Shinto religion combines the 
worship of their ancestors with nature. 
And I dare say they have the worid beat 
when it comes to landscaping and gar- 
dening. I was literally thrilled with the 
sight of the world famous “sacred” Mt. 
Fuji, with its lofty snow-capped peak 
towering more than 12,000 feet above 
the sea. 


This article is getting quite lengthy, 
and Brother Latimer may be obliged to 
break in here for lack of space and con- 
tinue the report in another issue. Other- 
wise, we shall take up the question of 
both heathen and Christian services, 
which in themselves were truly impres- 
sive. You will also note the wide con- 
trast, and the resultant effects upon the 
individuals as they go about in search 
of the “Soul-satisfying Portion”—which 
of course, is not to be found outside of 
Christ. The idol worshippers go to the 
temple feeling bad, and doubtless return 
feeling worse.

While this government is being 
weighed in the balances and it seems the 
principles that have held this nation to- 
gether are tottering, I feel that it is ne- 
cessary for the lovers of Bible truth to 
double their diligence and cling  tena- 


ciously to the doctrines and principles 


laid down in the sacred Word. This is the 
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only way we can retain our favor with 
God. God help us to stand in our place 
until the Lord says it’s enough. 

There never has been a day when there 
was as much confusion in the govern- 
ments of the world. On the other hand, 
there is confusion among Christians. The 
modernists have advanced and have al- 
most overpowered the working power of 
the Holy Ghost. They have minified 
heartfelt religion until millions in the 
Christian ranks have only a form of god- 
liness. But we take courage when we 
think that thousands of fundamentalists 
are standing true to the principles and 
teachings of God’s Word.
